NANKING, China, Sept. 27. 
Floods of the sullen Yellow river 
last July and August: caused the 
deaths of 50,000 Chinese and reduc-, 
ed 1,000,000 to starvation. 

These estimates were made today 
after a survey by aviators and offic- | 
jals of @ relie? commission, which | 
now is trying to rush supplies to} 
the stricken peasantry. 

The total number affected in the! 
rampages of the stream—known as | 
“China's sorrow” was set at 2,000,000, | 

Part of the blame for the disaster 
was attributed to brigands and 
troops who broke dikes for defen- 
sive purposes when the Yellow was 
rising rapidly and threatening to 
inundate a large area in three 
northern Chinese privinces. 

Vast districts are still submerged. 
In places silt left by the soensing 
waters covered land to a depth of 
four or five feet, and has rendered 
the once rich soil valueless for 
years. 

The inspectors reported that par- 
ents are giving away their children, 
hoping in that way to save their 
lives during the coming winter, 
which promises to be one of misery.

Jones, business agent for a mo- 
tion picture projectionists union | 
under the name of C. D. Cooper, | 
was seized by authorities on a tip | 
received from Mrs. Isadore Gore, 
wife of a theatre operator, who said | 
she recognized a picture of Jones 
in a detective story magazine as 
that of Cooper. 


ADMITTED IDENTITY 


Jones at first denied he was} 
Cooper, the deputies said, but when | 
they pointed to a scar on his face | 
where the South Carolina descrip- | 
tion showed a mole, Jones admitted | 
his identity and told the story to 
deputies Ellison and Zahn. | 

“A guard tipped off that I was to | 
be killed for testifying at a legis- 
lative investigation of the prison, 
so I made a rope and went over the | 
wall” the deputies quoted Jones as | 
saying. “That was 10 years ago, I 
came straight to California and have 
lived here as an honcrai}e man ever 
since. I was married three years | 
ago and my wife has no knowledge | 
of the shadow of my past.” | 

“Back in i919,” Jones said, “I was | 
charged with beating to death a! 
young fellow I had befriended by | 
helping him get.from Birmingham, | 
Ala. to Columbia, S.C. It was a 
month after I last saw him before I 
heard of his murder and months 
later before I was arrested. 


MONEY RAN OUT 


“My first trial was declared a 
mistrial, but my money had run out 
and I could not hire an attorney | 
for my defence and I was convicted | 
the second time. 

“At the prison camp I worked in | 
a fibre factory and somehow they 
seemed to think I was an agitator. 
Every once in a while they'd put)

detail of the scene. Even three or 
four months is a short time. 


| SEVEN YEARS THE LONGEST 

| In Lefortowo there is a huge 
| prison. Both common Jaw prisoners 
{and political offenders are kept 
| there. The prison is called “an in- 
stitution for temporary social iso- 
lation.” In view of the fact that 
}only the gravest offenders and the 
| worst criminals are housed here, it 
is remarkable, I. should’ think, that 
the man serving the longest sen- 
tence in this institution was com- 
mitted only for seven years. At 
| that he spends three days at home 
| with his wife and children every 
| Six weeks. This isthe most hu- 
}mane and civilized arrangement in 
| prison reform that has been intro- 
| duced anywhere in ‘the world. This 
| reform has the wholehearted ap- 
| probation of Professor Magnus 
Hirschfeld, the great-German psy- 
| chopathie expert, and-also of the 
| principal exponents of mental hy- 
giene. It is shortlyto: be adopted 
by the governments of Sweden, | 
| Norway and Denmark. 

| The arrangement. of periodical 
freedom for prisoners is one of the | 
things which have given me the 
| definite impression that-prisons in 
Soviet Russia do not carry the 
|stamp of hopeless incarceration 
| and of rigorous exclusion from the 
ranks of the living which is, alas, 
so often the case olsewhere. The 
fundamental idea of a prison in 
this country is that it constitutes 
#n institution of social correction, 
of mental healing and civic refor- 
mation rather than one of those 
places of soul-killing’ monotony and 
neffable mental suffering: I know 


full well that it is also the hope of 
forward-looking men and»women in 
Canada and the United States to 
turn our penal institutions into 
places which shall not exclude hope 
and a reasonable chance of improve 
ment, but I also know that in this 
respect we are on the whole not

The catch is that the worker 
and the producer in getting dol- 
lars have to accept prices fixed in 
world competition, including all 
deductions necessary to offset 1 
gregate tariff charges, so that the 
amount of work or amount of 
produce necessary to get a dollar 
always varies, and is never fixed 
by the actual value of the work 
or the produce 
reduced by one-half, a worker 
has to give two dollars worth of 
work to get a dollar Wien 
prices of produce are reduced by 
two-thirds, the producer 
give three dollars worth of pro- 
duce to get a dollar 

This condition re-acts upon and 
ruins the selling value of real 
estate; both farm lands and city 
property. When you cut a farm- 
er's power to acquire dollars | 
down to one-third of normal, and 
cut a worker's power to acquire 
dollars down to one-half of nor- 
mal, you remove all normal buy- 
ing power from the real estate 
market

“DEFLATING” 

At Sault Ste Marie, Ont.. teachers in the 
collegiate institute are to hold their jobs 
by the week, because the school board does 
not know how many weeks in the year it 
will be able to keep the institution going. 
In Winnipeg the school board, with a de- 
ficit last year of $329,000 has avoided 
closing the schools part time—it hopes— 
by budgeting on a “cash outlay basis 
only,” which seems to mean it intends to 
let interest and principal payments on the 
school debt accumulate for the year. 

These incidents are not really exception- 
al; they are only extreme illustrations of 
the financial difficulties which are facing 
school boards everywhere, in town and 
country, in populous centres as remote

as in remote 
hamlets. The depression is playing havoc 
with our schools and school systems, 
primary, secondary and higher. and in 
varying degrees of severity in all the pro- 
vinces. 


Remembering that there is no countr

tions open show how deeply deflation has 
bitten into the earnings and resources of 
Canadian taxpayers. 


MASS PRODUCTION CHOKED 
THE MACHINE 


The ingenious and enterprising people of 
this continent have devised means to pro- 
duce commodities in “mass” such as their 
forefathers never dreamed of. such as 
they themselves did not realize until] they 
found themselves out of jobs or worki 
short time for pert pey because the 
and warehouses and granaries were 
med to the roofs with things they did not 
have the money to buy. 

What was over-looked was that “mass 
production” must come to a standstill if 
there was not mass consumption to match 
A threshing-machine can only operate if 
somebody carries away the grain. Let it 
pile up, and the wheels will clog and the 
whole contrivance come to a halt. That is 
what happened to our “mass production” 
machinery. It choked itself with its pro- 
duct, because this was not taken away fast 
enough. 

The development of the “machine age” 
proceeded on a false assumption: the as- 
sumption that however much might be 
produced could be sold. Inventive genius, 
capital without limit, manageriai ability, 
technica! skill, were pooled to increase the 
output; all on the supposition that con- 
sumers would carry it away as rapidly as 
it was turned out. Millions now know to 
their sorrow how stupid that supposition 
was. 

One thing the depression has driven 
home into every mind that is capable of 
reception; that if there is to be mase pro- 
duction of commodities there must also 
be “mass production” of effective buying 
power. Put money in the pockets of the

These are questions which can be an- 
swered positively only after experiments 
have been made with trees of many 
varieties, under different conditions as to 
location and protection, and in different 
types of soil. Such experimenting should 
become popular. It costs little to buy a 
few trees, set them out and give them the 
necessary attention. Those who have 
done so have secured results to encourage 
Others to make the trial. 

Why not a general “campaign” to set 
out fruit trees in Edmonton gardens and 
on farms in this part of the province, not 
on an expensive scale, but in numbers 
sufficient to test the possibilities” A fruit 
tree growing in the back yard is surely a 
pleasant sight. And the Alberta farmer 
who could boast a bearing orchard on his 
farm would thereby add immensely to the 
value of the place. and almost immeasure- 
ably to its home-iness.

NRA has become a religion in United States. 


Aimee Semple McPherson Hutton, who knows 
her public, covered a lot of reasoning when she 
announced her ambition to “put the cross of Jesus 
alongside the blue eagle of NRA” The American 
public is in the same emotional frenzy over NRA 
as it was over the war in 1917. It's ready to pillory 
conscientious objectors. 

Andre Maurois, the French essayist, biographer 
and journalist, has visited America after a three- 
years’ absence, to study the reaction of the Ameri- 
can people to NRA. He finds a people shaken 
out of iethargy by a new leader, and dominated by 
the word “hope.” 

Maurois contrasts the American worker of 
today with those he once knew, the bourgeois-like 
appearance of prosperity gone from him. He says: 


The European asks: “What has become of 
the thousands of porters who worked on the 
piers?” He is answered “Unemployed.” 

He goes to his fevorite hotel It is in the 
hands of a receiver: scarcely a tenth of its 
rooms are occupied) The aitendants whom he 
knew have mostly disappeared. He enquires, 
“What has become of that telephone operator, 


that cashier, that elewator boy” Again the 
answer “Unemployed.” And his American 
friends remind him that there are at this 


moment 12,000.000 unempioyed in the United 
States Since each of these has a family, they 
represent 30.000.000 or 40.000000 human beings 
who are living on charity, private or public 


Then he pictures the change made by the pass- 
ing of the National Industrial Recovery Act, the 
Farm Act and the Securities Act, and says 


Ate these steps wise or rash? I do not know 
Nobody knows. It will take six months to see 
their consequences. But the masses care little 
about that. At last action has come. America 
was not dead; she had only fallen into lethargy. 
A man had given her a jolt. had reassured her, 
had spoken to her, had given her commands: 
she opened her eyes and understood that she 
could live and act

Stating that painting work done 
by direct labor was the most satis- 
factory, G. Story, Edmonton Public 
School board building commissioner, 
presented a report at the trustees’ 
meeting Tuesday night. Mr. Story's 
report conteined a review of all 
work done in the schools during the 
past summer holidays. The report 
was freceived by the board and 
placed on file. 

In commenting on painting work 
the commissioner made the state- 
ment; “Undoubtedly I think the 
work done by direct labor is: de- 
cidedly the best. You will notice 
that in Glenora school the cost of 
executing this work was in excese 
of the amount estimated. It is 
sometimes difficult to see that the 
men do not malinger, and, in spite of 
getting pushed on they are inclined 
to do that, probebly not intention- 
ally. In the percentage work, the 
temptation is to make the work 
last. Probably that might account 
for the cost of the Glenora school 
work being more than provided 
for, Of course, a great deal depends 
upon the man appointed to teke 
charge of the work. Mr. Winches- 
ter, the man selected, was an ex- 
cellent man, If, on the other hand, 
we had made a mistake and select- 
ed a man not up to stendard, the 
straight contract work would have 
been the best.”

ARTICLE TWO 

SUBSTITUTES 
As stated in Article One, the 

rules of Canadian footbal] call for 
12 players om each team. They are 
designated as follows: Flying wing, 
right half-back, centre half-back, 
left half-back, quarter, snap. right 
| inside wing. left inside wing. right 
middie wing, left middle wing. 
right outside wing, left outside 
wing 

In the United States code there 
are but 11 om each team. They have 
no player designated as flying 
wing. They have one called a full 
back and two half-backs, one right 
and the other left. There is a quar- 
ter back, the same as in the Cana- 
dian code. Their centre is the same 
as the Canadian snap. Their play- 
ers called guards are the same as 
the Canadian inside wings. Their 
tackles are the same as the Cana- 
dian middle wings and their ends 
are the same as the Canadian out- 
side wings 

However, just because only 12 
players are permitted on a team 
does not mean that those 12 alone 
do a!l the work. The rules permit 
substitutes to be used in case of 
injury and also to give relief to 
tired tear-metes. 

And so the game gets under way 
with 12 men on each side. Shortly 
someone is hurt and the coach or- 
ders 2 substitute to go to relieve the 
injured man. He just doesn't dash 
on to the field from the bench 
where he has been awaiting his 
chance. He must first report to the | 
penalty timekeeper, who has a card | 
with the names of all the players 
on it. The injured man coming off | 
must report in the sarne way. Thus | 
a check is kept om all changes 
made. 

The substitute going on the field 
doesn't finish his checking in after 
he leaves the penalty timekeeper 
He goes to the sidelines and r ris | 
to the head linesrnan next en 
on to the playing field to present 
himself to the referee.
